The department was established last 

fall through the efforts of Mr. John 
Beck and. Mr. William Wood, of the 
Nineteenth Ward. Mr. Beck has 
three deaf-mute sons, who are among 
the most inteliigent'in the department, 

and Mr. Wood has a lit tie daughter in 

attendance There are fifteen pupils 
in attendance, all from Utah except 

one. 

Prof. White slated that the majority 
of I he pupils who came to him were 

Aiisoi rri'i.i lusoKAvr. 
They could not write or communicate 

in any manner. 

" My lirst step." said he, " is to lake 
the newcomer to the blackboard and 
after writing Ihe name of a common 
object. I point lo the object, and then 
lo ihe word and tell the pupil to write 
the same woid.

The teacher then motioned a bright 
little hoy (a son id' .1.

Professor White is front Boston, 
Massachusetts. lie commenced his 
education in the oldest American insti- 
tution, located at Hartford. lie then 
went to the Boston Day School of 
Articulation, and Onishod his educa- 
tion at the National College in Wash- 
ington, an institution chartered by 
Congress for the higher oduoation of 
deaf-mutes, with authority to confer 
degrees. Se graduated at this insti- 
tution in 1 SSO. and received the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts.

Mu. Eon-oil : — Correspondence and 
editorials bave appeared in your pa- 
per more than once urging tlie Treas- 
urer of the Gallaudet Centennial Me- 
morial Fund to give bonds for his 
money in his trust. He has remained 
quiet up to this date when he saw a 
suggestion in the Deaf-Mute's Jour 
nal that he should give bonds to Use 
full amount of ten thousand dollars. 

I do not believe that five thousand 
dollars will be raised, and hardly think 
that two thousand dollars will conic 
into tbe Treasurer's hands: Past ex- 
perience shows that the deaf-mutes 
nre not willing to part with just a little 
spare money ; they rather let half a 
dollar go for drink or smoking than to 
show their gratitude to the man who 
took pains to raise them above the 
brute creation. 

I wish to know why bondsmen are 
required when the money in not in 
the Treasurer's hands. It is is no way 
a businoas concern, nor did the lost 
Contention of deaf-mutes of the Na- 
tional Association ask for bonds. 
Does it require bonds of its own 
Treasurer? All the money that 
cornea- into my hands is put into the 
Savings Hank, and the name of the 
sender with the amount of the sub- 
scription is entered into the subscrip- 
tion book. And the Treasurer has no 
power whatever to draw any amount 
without un order from the Executive 
Committee). 

The office of Treasurer is far from 
biing pleasant, for he is often set up 
for a target. He derives no benefit 
from holding office, and is required lo 
give bonds for the money that he can- 
not handle. Capitalists on that ac- 
count decline to become bondsmen. 
It will also require a considerable out- 
lay to BATS bonds executed, and tak- 
ing the whole matter into considcra 
tion, I decline to give bonds, and 
will bo very thankful if some one 
will relieve me of the arduous duty. 
The money now in Bank, principal 
and interest, with a note, amounts to 
1104.88. 

Let me suggest that the committee 

choose three or more Trustees, and 
then the money will be in still safer 
hands, but they will have no power to 
draw the money without an older 
from the Executive Committee.

EoiTOB Journal: — John Hagcrly, 
the day walehmanat New Haven Steam 
Saw Mill Company Works, was run 
over and killed instantly by a switch 
engine. His head and the upper 
part of the body were mangled 
terribly. Ho has been in the habit, 
of taking a walk acrt^sB the railroad 
truck, which is near tho saw mill, 
to the gate tender's house. Then 
he could sit and smoke, watch the 
mill and be accessible when wanted. 
He was aitting there this morning 
about 10:15 o'clock, when Charles 
Johnson, a brakoman, entered to get s 
drink of water. While the brnkciietn 
was drinking, Hagcrly went out and a 
moment afterwards Johnson hoard a 
btakeman'H call of danger. Looking 
around he saw Hagerty fall beneath 
the car which was coming down on 
the track, and when ho reached him 
and tho train was stopped. Hagerty 
was dead. He was warned lo get, OS 
but had not heard them. He was 
looking the wrong way to see the dan 
ger. 

He saw the gates were closed, but 
looked down the track for the trains, 
an he stepped out upon the rails when 
the cars were closed upon him. 

He has no relatives here, but it is 
believed that his father is living some- 
where in Maine. He was single, 45 
years old, and a faithful employe at 
that mill. 

Funeral services over the remains of 
the late John Hagerty were held on 
the Friday afternoon, at the chapel in 
I'lvergrceu Cemetery. Mr. Rev. Camp, 
ol SI. I'aul's Church, officiating, was as 
sist.ed by Kev. Anson Colt, of New 
York. 

There was a largo attendance of 
mutes and spoakiug friends at the 
Chapel to attend the funeral s irvices 
by Rev*. Camp and Colt. Hagerty 
was laid out nicely, with flowers from 
his kind friends, and was buried in 
Evergreen Cemetery.

The closing exorcises of tho Literary 
Society, which was held on Friday 
evening, consisted of a Valedictory by 
Mr. Davidson, of '85, in which he dis- 
cussed the " Value of Fiction," and 
a Reply Oration, by Mr. Cloud, of \S(i, 
who took for bis subject "The Brst 
American poet." 

Introducing his subject, the valedic- 
torian spoke of the College Library, of 
which he said, there were some few 
books on its shelves which could be 
read with pleasure and profit by all, 
but the majority of tho volumes were 
such as could interest only the special- 
ist, and that it was especially lacking 
in works of fiction — very few of those 
gieat novelists and poets whose inven- 
tions are at once the pride and delight 
of mankind being represented. Aftei 
praising the Society Library, in which 
works of fiction predominate, he pro 
cecded to haul over the coals " those 
men who proudly call themselves • mat- 
ter of fact people,' who, with Newton. 
think all poetry ' ingenius nonsense;' 
who turn up their noses at a fairy tale, 
and can no more appreciate the ma- 
jestio fictions of Homer and Milton, 
than tho proverbial pig can appreciate 
the pearl that lies before it.'' These 
eharacb rs, he said, are less beautiful 
than the petrified body of a human be 
ing, perfect in every feature, but from 
which the soul has long since depart 
ed — than a Sahara desert, in which 
not a plaid, or (lower lends color to the 
scene, a tree relieves the glare with its 
shade, or a bird breaks the silence 
with its song." He then spoke of that 
pleasing fiction of the past, whioh 
peopled the trees, the streams, the 
flowers, the hills, and all nature with 
merry elves, imd the influence which 
these tales exerted and still exert on 
mankind. 

Speaking of fiction as a cheap, ia 
tional and innocent means of amuse 
ment, he said, "The poorest man can 
afford to purchase Shakespeare's Mid- 
summer Night Dream, and, what S 
fund of enjoyment can be extracted 
from its pages! One can leave the 
prosaic walks, the dull routine of 
daily life to sport with the gay 
of Oberon and Titan* among the 
haunted hillocks, woods, meres, mead 
owe and fountains : can hear tho 
horns of the merry elves "faintly 
blowing " SS the court passes along in 
a glittering train to witness tbe 
nuptals of Thomt and the Amazon, 
or laugfa over the mad antics of the 
fairy Tuck. We em fake up the 
till on of the hundred-and one nights, 
and as if by the rubbing of I magical 
Aladdin's lamp, be tr.anspoi ted to the 
mystical land of firaby : or we turn 
over the pages of the Wavcrly novels 
and behold the courtly, solemn, gay. 
stern, and Sportive ideal characters of 
both sexes, and representing all 
times, all circumstances, pass before 
us in endless procession, and all as 
realistically painted that we are fain 
to oxclaim 

'These nre the real men 
Ami \u' tin' painted shadows on the wall.'"

Mr Davidson then spoke of fiction 
as a menus for training the imagina- 
tion, and sbowd that children, in 
particular, world derive much benefit 
from the reading of imaginative 
literature which had stood fhe test of 
a wise parent's choice. Referring to 
the term " light, reading," sometimes 
contemptuously applied to novels, he 

said. " The prime object, of all read 
ing is to improve the mind by ex- 
ercise. Novels are contemptuously 
called light reading; but, if, as the 
doctors say, light, gymnastics are Best 
for tho body, why are not light gym 
nasties equally good for the mind ?" 
He ihon discoursed at considerable 
length on fiction as a factor in the 
improvement of society and the ad- 
vancement, of civilization. Concern 
ing the penny dreadful, tin 1 blood and 
thunder novels, and all works which 
pander to depraved tastes, ho said 
they no more deserved to be consider 
ed as legitimate offspring of fiction, 
than sensuality deserved to be called 
love, or greediness, thrift. In conelud 
ing his essay, lie said it, must bo acknow 
lodged thai fiction was an important 
agency for tho education of the mind, 
heart and soul of man, for the im 
provement of society, advancement of 
civilization and communication of 
knowledge. After S few words e\ 
pressivo of the regret with which the 
members of his class severed their 
connection with the society, and the 
care with which they would cherish 
all memories relating to their college 
life. Mr. Davidson resigned the floor 
to the Reply-Orator. 

In his exordium, Mr. Cloud showed 
how the glory of a nation and the 
measure of its civilization and the 
moral and intellectual eminence of 
its people consists in its authors, and 
said: " A man in whom true genius 
is developed and made practical, is a 
mighty power. When such a man 
consecrates his rare gifts to good and 
useful ends, promotes all that increases 
the happiness and prosperity of the 
pooplo, reaches I hem through a course 
of \ ears with fresh and stimulating 
thoughts, directs them how to aspire 
to what is highest, purest and most. 
worthy, upholds the cause of liberty 
and freedom, is the unrelenting foe 
to sellish desires and worldly ends, 
such a man deserves to be regarded as 
a benefactor of the world * * • The 



people must not cease to cherish and 

honor the names of those who have 
done so much to entertain and instruct 
them." By «' the first American poet, 
he said he did not refer to the oldest 
American poet, but to the man who 
ranks first as a writer of poetry that 
is distinctively American — William 
Callen Bryant. Mr. Cloud then gave 
an interesting account of Bryant's per- 
sonal history, and a criticism of his 
work as a poet, which was marl 
good judgment and evidenced 
capacity on the orator's part for appre- 
ciating the beauties of poesy. In the 
course of his remarks he said 
there is a single American worthy to 
be selected as a model for our youth, 
of noble living; it is this great and 
symmetrical man. In his eat- 
long, so prominent, so related to affairs 
that test the strongest nature, tl 
nothing to apologize for, nothing to 
sorrowfully conceal. Tho closer the 
scrutiny, the deeper becomes (he 
admiration for his genius and vir- 
tues." Mr. Cloud's closing words 
were addressed to the members of the
